VERA CRUZ, April SB.—El Dicta- 
men, a Vera Crue newspaper, today 
says four Americans havo been killed 
by mobs In Mexico City. 
It declares It has received this In- 


formation from the Federal capital. 
Three ot the American victims were 
taken out ot street cars and killed on 
the streets while the fourth was killed 
In the Y. M. C. A. building by mem- 
bers of the basoball team to which ho 
belonged, according to El Dictamen, 
which made Its reappearance today. 
The Information as to tho massacre 


of Americans Is not confirmed from 
any other source ar.d Is 
considered 


doubtful In many quarters. 


Vera Cruz was today Isolated from 
direct communication with tho Interior 
but tho sparse news brought here by 
refugees indicate that tho state of uf- 
falrs Is bad and rapidly growing worse, 
so far as Americans uro concerned.

Defective in Its Planning, Buys tho 


Secretary In I/ctter to Members; 
'flunks New Structure Could Easily 
Bo Paid for; Alight Cost $70,000. 


Claiming that the present Y. M. C. 


A. building Is defective In Its planning, 
ana that It Is not and never will be self- 
sustaining. Secretary B. T. Baer will 
propose to tho board of directors at 
lt» mooting next Tuesday night, that It 
be sold and steps taken toward tho 
erection at a now 010. How this will 
be taken by the directors Is a matter 
of speculation. 
In a letter sent to all of tho direc- 
tors, Mr. Baer states that It Is practi- 
cally Impossible to carry out tho work 
properly In the present building. That 
being tho case, It Is not self-sustaining 
or nearly so, It being necessary to 
come before the public at least once a 
year for a maintenance fund. This Is 
sufficient for running expenses, but tho 
debt of tho building hangs on from 
year to year. 
Mr. Baer states that ho 
believes 


that one lump subscription of 125,000 
could bo secured townrd a new build- 
Ing, which with J25.000 raised by sub- 
scription In Connelluvllle and J20.000 
equity from the sale of tho building, 
would assure a new, larger and moro 
modern structure.
